At
the same llmo the Democrats from tlio Terri-
tory have quietly agreed un a compromise,
which In a few days will bu smoothed Into
shape.

esrelully prepared omnibus enabling act. sub-
mitting all these propositions to the people of
Dakota. Thoy would have a vote tukon next
November, at which eaah citizen should oast
one of three ballots. In either tlio alternative or
negative, of the lollowlng auestluns: Firm,
ball the Torrltory be divided on tlm forty-sixt- h

parallel? Hpcond. .hall It ba divide. 1 on the
Missouri ltlver? Tliird. shall tlie whole Ter-
ritory be admitted ns a State, or shall South
Dakota be admitted ? At this same eleotlon It
is proposed that del'tgntes be elected ah over
the Territory to moot in convention and entry
out the will of the majority of the people.
Thus, North Dakota would be represented in
the Convention, and if the majority of vote
cast should not tie for either division and
Should be In favor of the admission of the
whole Territory, tho Convention could go on
and frame a Constitution to submit to Con-
gress. If the majority should b in favor of
division on the forty-sixt- h paralM. the dele-
gates from North Dakota oould withdraw, and
those representing South Dakota would be
ready to go on and adopt a Constitution, which,
to save time and work, might be tho earns ono
sent on to Washington ttiin winter.

It has been suggested nud will be considered
whether the enumlng act should require the
wholo number of voteH cast on the thrue several
propositions to bn equal to the total vote cast
For Delegate In 11184. Following tho decision of
the people in November, as soon as practicable
another nlnctlou - proposed to elect n Legisla-
ture and Congressman. As the Democrats in
Uongrest would commit themselves by passing
the enabling act to admit the Territory, the
renntors and Congressmen from Dakota could
lake their seats in the second session of the
Forty-nint- h Congress.

Two novol BxclinrnB of nnral architecture
were lying at South street piers yesterday,
whore they attracted the attention ol every-

body who happened to pass within eyeshot of
them. Onewnttho British ship Ilellanco. at
Tier 0. Tho llollanee Is In some respects the
finest BrltlMi sailing ship that aver entered this
port. She has four masts, throe of which are
squnro rigged. The mainmast towers IPC foot
abovo the deck, tapering like a whip atock,
though strong enough to carry on like an o

clipper. Tho lower masts and yards are
of Iron, llejr forocnstle dock, oven at low tUlo,

stands up so high that the sallorman who
smokes his pine on the knlghtheads can look
Into the fourth story windows of tho red brick
tore aoros the street.
The feature of the ship, however, which

strikes n Inndsman's eye llrst Is hurllgurehead.
A snow-whit- e winged hoiso as large as Maud
8., with muno erect, and bulging eyes, and a
blood-re- d mouth wide open, seems to be in tho
very act of loaning from her cutwater to land
clear across tho s'reet on the pavement. A
more unlimited carving never graced a ship.

To one familiar with ships the ltcllance looks
more II ko a steamer than the clipper that she Is.
Her knife-edg- e bow nnd thn unusually long
lilies under her counter are suggestive of a
stuum greyhound. Thn delusion is heightened
by nturtlotncknft, nnd tho big hous amid-
ships, with a chart room and whnolhouse on
ton of it. Tho house Is arranged to hold tho
entlro crow, from Captain to cook's assistant.
but by a proper use of bulkheads and thn dis-
tribution of sail und store rooms, theCiptalii s
quarters are ns snaluded. if not quite as airy,
as thoy would bo aft. .,.

The lUillunce was launchod in January.
and In tlie ensuing March she sailed lor San
Franolseo, wheio she arrived alter a passage
of 120 dnvs. Hor best day's run elnco sho camo
out was 3111 miles, but Capt. James English,
who has had charge of her since her keel wns
laid, says lie will do better than that beioru the
vesel Is much older. Her officers wear a bund-som- e

uniform. Hor chief officer Is John
Kdgnr. She Is 310 leet long over all, 42' feet
beam, nnd 21'. feet deep. Sho ilrivuB when
loaded twcliti-thre- o feet of water onlv. Sho .

nulsters 2.UII tons, and has carried 4.100 tons
of cargo, dead weight. Theru are not halt a
dozen Balling ships afloat that cm make so
good a showing. She carries iv.enty-fou- r men
in tho foiecastle. She came to this port fiotu
Calcutta in 102 days. Sho will soon sail with
general cargo In thn Pioneer line to Melbourne.

The other vossul which was noticeable among
th" hundreds at tho piers wns tho Haroldine,
a four-mnst- schnouor. hailing from Provi-
dence. The Haroldine also has an unusually

d llgurehead. A pretty lastle. wllh
bangs ovor her forehead, stands on the cut-
water and points the wny with a shapely hand
and arm. Pour-maMe- d schooners were at
scarce as unirels' visits on salt water live years
ago. but now they aro coming Into fashion. As
u schooner the Hnioldlnn is a monster, although
not tho largntt afloat. She measures 1.2')4
tons and carries 2.000 tout dead weight of
ciir.ro. Sho is 1!)3 feot long. 40 wide, and 18'
deep. She is a bigger vessel than any

ship In the old Black Ball lino thirty
years ago. und it was not until about lS.'O
that there was a demand for any ship as
large ns shu is. She carries more cargo
than any one of half the clippers could that
we.ro once famous. She Is rigged with n square-sa- il

yuid to spread a stu'u'snll lu a fair w nd.
just as the schoonem do on the lakes. This
rig was probably put on at the suggestion of
ono or her owners, who lives in Chicago. Sho
is lilted with a donkoy engine and all other
modern improvements. Sho nrrivod recently
from Hong Kong wllh tea, and has been char-
tered to takn oil to Shanghai. Sho la probably
the only schooner in the China trado. and ac-
cording to those Interested in her she Is about
the only vessel of any kind in that trado that
is making auy money. As she requires only
six men in her forecastle, and can sail ns well
as any other vessel, she is undoubtedly Join
well for her owners. A ship cannot
get along with less tbnn eighteen or twen--
men In the forecastle, and hnsldos that has a
much larger ship chandler's Mil.

Johu C. Siioonof of Wisconsin was born In
January. 1843. His friends Break of him as tho
coming man on the lt"ptiUlcan side of tho
Senate, and as a dark horso for the Presidency,
Certainly he has mado his mark in tbe Senate
nlready. and that lu n funeral oration, nnd his
political career so far has been almost unpar-
alleled in its success. In 1884 Spoonor was
only known as a suee,insful railroad hiwier
living at Hudsnii. in Wisconsin, but practising
mostly in Madison, tho capital of his State. His
reputation as nslirowd and successful lawjor
had etonded so far beiond the haulers of
Wisconsin that he wub retained by several cor-
porations in Iioston. Hut the general
public, oven In Wisconsin, had scaicolj
heard his name. The ltepubllcan malingers,
knowing that Spoonor win a good speakor.
and being hind pressed for good speakers In
the campaign of msi. urged him lino tlie ser-
vice. Very reluctantly ho left his law business
and took the stump for lllaluo and Lotinn.
His Bpeecho astonished even the knowing
commltteomon. Thoy were brilliant and elo-
quent and moved the people mightily. Tho
ltepublicin managers put tholr heads together
and said: "This mnn must bo our next United
States Senator.

There are as you observo. throe great
questions demanding tbe Inimudlnto care

of the Government namely,
the settlement of tho land question, and eoolal
order." First, as regard or home
rulo, It is our firm and conscientious oonvlo-lio-

based, as we believe, on the fullest, most
varied, and, nt tbo same time, most reliable in-
formation, that it alone can satisfy the wants,
the wishes, as well as the legitimate aspirations
of the Irish people. Thoso wishes and aspira-
tions havo been expressed with unmistakable
elenrnoss by constituencies of tbe four prov-
inces of Ireland nt tho recent elections. Ws
venture to remind you that Immediately before
those eleotlons you had appealed to ths people
of this oonn try to speak out their mind on this

question, and that In doing so you clearly
alddown the linos within which you believed it

to be a question of practical poll llos. Wo regard
tbe Issue of tho elections as tbe answer given by
the Irish people to that appeal. Wo are fully
satisfied that tbe demand for home rule thus
put forward In no way transgresses the consti-
tutional limits marked nut by you. Its con-
cession cannot trench either on the supremacy
of the Crown or on the uulty of the empire, nor
ran 11 interfere with the maintenance of all the
authority of Parliament necessary for tbe con-
solidation of tho unity. This being so. wo feel
ooiivltii'ed with you that tho granting of home
rule within those limits will Be not a sntirco ot
danger but a monus of averting It, as furnish-
ing a new guarantee for Increased cohesion,
happiness, nud strength.

As regards the settlement of the land ques-
tion, we have no hesitation whutevsr in stat-
ing that In our opinion It now Imperatively
calls for a final solution, and that this cannot
be better effected than by some such measure
ns that which certain English journalists and
statesmen havo recontly advocatod that Is,
the purchase up by Government of tho land-
lord Interest In the soil, nnd tho relottlng of
the latter to tennnt farmers at a ilguro vary
eotisirinrably belon thu piesnnt judlulal tents.
In addressing one ot thn foremost financiers,
ns well as one of tbe most enlightened states-
men of the ago. wo do not presume to outer
into tho details of this weighty and no doubt
complicated project, but are perfectly satislled
to loavo them to our own souse of what Is duo
to the eiiiiltnble claims ot nxlsting landlords on
the ono hand, nnd of the future tenants of Ire-
land on tho othnr. Wo desire, however, to
havo It perfectly understood that tbo Irish
people do not aim at the confiscation of any
speelosof property, but only ask for fair play
ns between man and man. or what has been
well described ns tbe right to live nnd thrive in
their native land. ..."Thlid, as regards social order, we
conllnnour remarks to twoaspoctsof the ease:
publlooutrngos-namol- y. whnt Is called person-
al Intimidation, or. as you otherwlso express It,
tho fulfilment of contracts and personal liberty
of action. It is our deliberate opinion that no
just cause of complaint on either bead will, or
indeed can, exist nftor the settlement of tho
iand question on the basis just indicated, or on
any otherbasls which supposes the utter offace-ment-

that system of landlordism which has
bo long nnd so ruinously existed In Ireland. Iu
point ol fact, every disturbance of soolol ordor
that has occurred for yours among our people
has arisen from the sense of wrong entertained
by a large majority of the occupiers of tbe soil,
owing to the remorseless exaction of needy or
extravagant landlords. Even now the peace
nt the country Is seriously Imperilled
by the fnct that very many landlords,
ns if making a final but fruitless leffort
to collect impossible rents, have entored
on an course of eviction against
tholr unfortunato tenants. Wo would there-
fore earnestly and most rospectfully urge that,
pending tlie final settlement of the land ques-
tion, which we are confident Is now near at
hand, tho rowor of eviction be suspended In
Ireland : nt the same time, that in the most Im-
poverished districts some provision iu tbe
shape of romunorntlve labor be made out of tho
public purso to support the starving poor lu
the present and helping them on to better
times.
